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Impression: Yamaha XS650-SG 


New wave!’ traditionalist stateme 
just a neat scooter?

As stated in the Yamaha XS650-SG brochure: 
“The 1980 XS650 should gladden the hearts of 
traditionalists everywhere. Here is the only 
sport/touring vertical twin currently in pro- 


duction today. 


“Yet for all its classic charm 
and British mystique, the XS650 
features all the contemporary 
Yamaha Special styling so es- 
pecially popular with the American 
rider. A perfect blend of image and 
technology brought even closer to 
perfection in 1980.” 

A plastic spiel, for sure. Sort of like 
buying a miniature Tower of London 
souvenir in England and finding a 
“Made in Japan” label stuck to its 
polystyrene bottom. 

It’s a shame the British can’t return 


the compliment and produce an XS 
Eleven replica Triumph or BSA or 
Norton or... 

Yamaha's pitch has its flaws. While 
there's a certain amount of (What 
shall we call it?) Triumph hangover 
going around; the 650cc twin has been 
relocated, image-wise, in the motor- 
cycle hierarchy, Some of its mystique is 
lost in that relocation. 

A 650cc motor used to be considered 
big. The memory of The First Ride on 
back of a buddy's Triumph still clings. 
He wound out his high-pipe model 
giving me much more than a ride 
home on a narrow Maine dirt road, 





leaving one wide-eyed young passenger 
with the belief that a Triumph twin 
was indeed the baddest thing on two 
wheels. 


It wasn’t until fall of 1978 — 12 
years later — when that former kid 
attended a new model presentation of 
a certain manufacturer of green 
motorcycles who shall remain 
nameless, and rode a 1300cc machine, 
that things suddenly fell into perspec- 
tive. That devil was twice as big as the 
Triumph! And with that doubled dis- 
placement came darn near double 
performance. 

The 650cc twin certainly is not 
dead, thanks to Yamaha, God bless 
the poor Queen. But it is no longer 
among the muscle machines. It used to 
be a superbike. Now it’s mid-range. 

Relatively speaking. 

Of course, if you haven’t ridden a 
1000, 1100 or 1300cc motorcycle, 
that’s another whole viewpoint. 

The 650cc twin Yamaha fits in 
perfectly. It’s an excellent step-up 














The 650cc twin isn’t the biggest thing in town anymore, but for a mid-sized powerplant it’s strong enough for most of us. And it fits Yamaha's Special series styli 


model for the guy who's been putting 
around on a 400cc street bike and 
looking for something bigger. 


And here’s where the best part of 
Yamaha's sales spiel comes in, the part 
about, “A perfect blend of image and 
technology...” It is! 

It’s a tough-looking, bad biack (or 
red) street machine. And it has the 
Japanese technology to keep it running 
for today’s rider, who's not necessarily 
the kind of guy who is willing to spend 
equal time working on and riding his 
bike. Fine. He doesn’t have to. And 
it'll still rush his body down Main 
Street, USA faster than he should be 
going. 

In the Image department, Yamaha 
hasn't missed a trick, Seven-spoke one- 
piece cast aluminum wheels, black 
with highlights on the rim and spokes, 
stand out from our black test model. 
Tubeless tires, a fat 130/90S X 16 on 
the rear and a 3.50 X 19 up front, add 
to the chopper-styling. One complaint 
here: The XS650-SG wobbles excessive- - 


fectly. 





ly on California freeway rain grooves. 
Worse than anything we've ever ridden. 
The problem, we believe, is in the tire 
tread pattern, and Yamaha should 
give serious consideration to changing 
it, 

Disc brakes add a clean look to the 
Image while contributing to the tech- 
nological facet, too. There’s a single 
disc on each wheel. They work great, 
although the rear one squeals about it. 


The KYB forks and shocks are not 
among the outstanding highlights on 
the Yamaha, but there’s nothing 
wrong with them either. Fitting the 
Image, the shocks are chromed; forks 
are standard unpainted alloy. 


Exhaust pipes decidedly are a stylists’ 
exercise. They begin with a half- 
British/half-Japanese downward curve 
from the cylinder head, sweep back in 
perfect complement to the chassis lines 
and end in shorty megaphone-looking 
mufflers. The mufflers sound good, 
too. Won’t blow the neighbors out of 
bed when you slide in after curfew, yet 
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Pullback bars, teardrop tank, stepped seat, aluminum wheels and shorty mufflers create The Image.

they still deliver that British twin bark, 
only softer. 

The step-seat has an attractive alloy 
grab bar surrounding the rear section. 
The bar, which shows a: touch of 
Harley influence as does the lower 
triple clamp on the forks, also is very 
useful as a place to anchor bungee 
cords. The seat itself is comfortable for 
around town putting, although it gets 
firmer on longer rides. 

The seat lines blend into the fuel 
tank top. The tank’s teardrop shape 
fits the Image perfectly and it holds 
enough gas to maké a Harley rider 
envious. The gas cap locks, looks 

ood. 

Pullback handlebars end in comfort- 
able grips and plastic-covered dogleg 
levers. Liked the levers a lot. Bar 
shape is a personal choice, although 
they may suit someone perfectly. We'd 
definitely have to do something about 
these. A bit too pulled back. 

The headlight and instrument 
cluster laid out with the Image in 
mind, very attractively, in our 
opinion. Separate chromed instru- 
ment shells hold the tachometer and 
speedometer. Likewise the head light 
shell is chromed and clean in design. 
No dumb-looking streamlining or 
plastic pods; just the necessities. 
Chromed. 

Generally speaking, the motor con- 
tributes to the Image. Goes back to the 
British mystique part of Yamaha's 
advertising. The lightweight and nar- 
row 650cc motor — compared to like- 
sized four-cylinder Japanese units — is 
shaped right, makes all the right 
sounds and vibrates reassuringly as a 
good twin should.

In fact, the only part where the 
motor is lacking is in the modern tech- 
nology section. Set-up to meet 
emission standards, it's a very, very 
cold starter. And it has an annoying 
and dangerous tendency to die right 
when you least expect it until it’s 
warmed up. For example, it'll sit there 
idling nicely while you're waiting at a 
stop sign’ for a break in traffic, then 
miss a stroke or two just as you start to 
pull out. 

The solution seems to be to run with 
the choke on for, at minimum, 10-15 
minutes. Even then, don’t bet your life 
on its pulling smoothly off idle. 

When its warm, the problem 
disappears. But first time riders should 
be forewarned. ' 

Once warm and underway, the 
653cc SOHC four-stroker pulls firmly, 
propelling rider and a passenger swift- 
ly down the street. Riders spoiled by 
1000cc four-cylinder machines may 
say the XS650 is lacking in power, but 
don’t you believe it. Compared to 
normal traffic, you're still riding a jet. 
You just don’t have that extra 350cc of 
overkill power. 

In fact, the XS650 pulls fifth gear 
easily and gives the impression that it 
could use an even taller top end gear. 
Or a sixth speed overdrive. 

In all, the XS650-SG is a good 
intermediate machine. At a suggested 
list price of $2399, the payments (and 
insurance rates) will be a lot easier to 
live with than those of a 1000cc 
machine, 

Plus, there’s that touch of British 
mystique. Hell, ours even seeped 
oil... slightly. e

In fact, Ms. Berk left with the 
statement that she would “get me” for 
this, I await the culmination of that 
threat with bated breath — whatever 
she thinks she can handle. 

We have heard a number of 
mealymouthed statements about 
“Some of my best friends are bikers” 
and “These things take time and don't 
happen over night.” They manage to 
shut us out overnight. Our patience 
has been interpreted as disinterest. 
Our absence from meeting chambers 
has been taken as granting the right to 
run roughshod over us and our rights 
on the land. We have trusted them 
and been disappointed every time. 
Now that we are standing up and 
speaking out, they try to buy us off 
with more promises and gavel us into 
silence when we don’t bike the bait. 

No doubt the issues of Red Rock 
Canyon and Hungry Valley will be 
discussed as far from Kern County as 
possible, so as to assure the absence of 
people who might complain about 
commission tactics regarding those 
areas. Just as the people of Kern 
County stood up for the folks of San 
Bernardino against the awesome 
power of the state of California, so we 
would hope that people in other 
counties will stand up for us in our 
absence. We need to let these 
characters know that we are going to 
stick together. 

CAMPAC will continue to speak out 
against state and federal interference 
in the rights of the motorcycling 
taxpayers to use their land.

Park gets first 
D-37 overall win

LUCERNE VALLEY, CA, NOV. 11 
Although the Huntington Beach 
M.C. Hare Scrambles came 
within 15 minutes of being 
cancelled, Torco’s Kem Park 
(250cc Expert) kept his head and 
earned the official first overall ahead 
of a field of almost 300 riders. 

The day started at about 8:20 with a 
severely injured rider being found 
unconscious near the Desert Squirrels 
camp. It was Gary Fredrickson of the 
Squirrels. Rescue 3 was called and 
immediately transported him as far as 
the Lucerne Valley Fire Department 
where the paramedics took over and 
raced him the rest of the way to St. 
Mary Desert Valley Hospital in Apple 
Valley. (See additional note on this at 
end of story.) 

The ambulance had not arrived yet 
at 9 a.m. for the scheduled start, so 
the wait began. Ten o'clock came and 
went, and so did 11. By this time a few 
of the riders had gotten disgusted and 
asked for their money back. Others 
were getting an hour or so of extra 
shuteye, while still others were 
catching up on their visiting. 

HBMC had decided that if the 
ambulance did not arrive by 11:30, 


they would cancel the race. At 11:16 _ 


the unit finally arrived. The crew had 
erroneously been directed to Red 
Mountain by their dispatcher. 

Finally, the race got underway with 
“Sizzlin’ Six,” Mike Sixbery, leading it 
to the bomb. 

The course was fast, even though 
the terrain was quite varied. HBMC 
had had quite a time trying to keep the 
markings up. Ribbon and markers 
were pulled and lime was rubbed out 
on Friday, again on Saturday, with 
additional damage done again on 
Sunday morning by person or persons 
unknown. (A pick-up truck was seen 
on the course, pulling some ribbon 
during this time.) 

Eric MacCracken (Open Expert) 


` was back in the desert once again and 


had moved into the lead by the time he 
reached second check with Sixbery 
close behind. Veteran Bill Saltzman 
(Open Expert) was in the third spot. 
Ed Zarp had filled the third slot until 
his ignition failed. Rick Schumaker 
(aboard a big KTM) was next, with 
the first 250cc, piloted by Park, in the 
fifth. 

Expert 250cc pilot Greg Thomas, 
well-supported by Dick  Allen’s 


close behind Park while Howard 
McCasland and Verlin Van Zee (both 
Open Experts) were in the seventh and 
eighth positions. 

Veteran Benny Padilla and Chuck 
Miller (250cc Expert) riding rounded 
out the top 10. 

Charlie Hamill, doing surprisingly 
well after a “party-full” evening, was 
leading the “C” bikes in the 11th spot. 
Close behind Hamill were Open 
Amateurs Jeff Vaugh and Rick Burrys. 

Leading the seniors (this class 
seemed to be the biggest of the day) 
was Bob Doig followed only two slots 
back by “Doc” Morris Norman. 

First Trailbike, piloted by Cliff 
Thomas was quite a ways back, but 
still well ahead of the second Trail, 
ridden by Amateur Bill Mattox. Kelly 
Kline had the lead for the girls. 

Two pie platers led the Beginners, 
A. Lunsford (Open) and J. Mobley 
(250cc), with Open Beginner Steve 
Knapp not far behind. Bobby 
Charters was the first Novice Trail 
while T.R: Smith was the first 
Beginner Trail. A. Armstrong 
followed in the first “C” beginner spot. 

Off the first loop came the 
beginners past the checkered flag with 
Knapp leading the group, followed by 
T. Clark (open). Pie Plate W. Axford 
was first 250cc. Armstrong stayed in 
there to claim first Beginner- “C”. 
Charters held onto the first Novice 
Trail slot while Andy Cossio earned 
first Beginner. John Van took the 
Senior Beginner honors while Tricia 
Farmer finished in the first Beginner 
gal spot. 

Although Saltzman (riding without 
a D-37 license) was first to take the 
checkered flag, the overall win was 
officially given to Park. Schumaker, 
doing exceptionally well with the 
backing of KTM, earned first Open 
Expert. 

G. Thomas added another good 
finish to his recent record as he earned 
second in class, third overall. Van Zee 
was fourth (second Open), followed by 
Terry Davis (Open Expert), who had 
done some powerful riding to move 
himself from well back in the teens to 
fifth overall. 

McCasland was the next to take the 
checkered, followed by Miller (250) 
and Hamill (125/175 - 8th overall). 

Padilla (Open) earned the first Vet 
spot while Norman had moved in to 
take over the first Senior slot. Monte 
Lee once again rode to a first 250cc 
Vet position, adding another to his 
ever-lengthening list of firsts. 

Rick Burrys, in the 14th slot, was 
the first Amateur to pass the 
checkered, followed closely by fellow 
Amateurs Craig Wolfson (Open) and 
Mark Moullet (250cc). 








George Zuber and earned the first 
Senior 250cc honors. 

Tom Elias outrode all other “C's” 
except Hamill to finish second C, first 
Amateur. 

Al Guzman had the Senior C slot 
tied down, while dependable Trudy 
Beck moved into the first gal spot. 

Dennis Marchand (Amateur) moved 
ahead of C. Thomas (Expert) to take 
over the first overall Trail spot, but 
Thomas still earned first Expert. 

When the HBMC started to pull 
ribbons after the race, they discovered 
that their “helpers” had once again 
been at it, “destroying” the markings. 
The “unknowns” had unwittingly 
helped the club by pulling a whole 
section of the course completely clean, 
making HBMC's job easier and faster. 

The Rescue 3 drawing was held late 
in the afternoon. Many of the tickets 
drawn for prizes (including the first 
prize) were not there. A full list will be 
posted at each race through January. 
The winner of the first prize (one full 
year of free entries to all District desert 
events) is holding ticket #401. 

Note: Gary Fredrickson of the 
Desert Squirrels used about twelve 
pints of blood through surgery, and 
also before and after the surgery. He 
has a rare blood type, and so the cost 
of the blood he used will be very high 
unless all of you will rally to his cause. 
At least three times the amount of blood 


he used (any type) is needed to repay 


his use. If you are able, please give of 
yourself (one pint of blood) at the 
nearest Red Cross Blood Bank, and be 
sure to tell tem it goes toward the 
account of Gary Fredrickson at St.

CRC Rosarito 
Beach Grand Prix

BAJA, CA, NOV. 4 

Grand Prix purists may discount 
this race as being a true Grand 
Prix because the only paved road 
occurred at the start. Perhaps; 
but any off-road motorcycle race that 
starts on a country’s major highway is 
certainly grand. Mexico’s Highway 
One may not look like much compared 
to U.S. Interstate standards but it is 
still a major tourist route and the 
traffic into and through Rosarito 
Beach is not about to stop spontan- 
eously for a bunch of motorcycle 
racers. Enter Pedro, of the Rosarito 
Beach Hotel, and a huge coterie of 
enthusiastic townspeople. From some- 
where came banners across the high- 
way and at the finish line. Another 
mysterious source produced beautiful 
four-color posters, in two languages, 
and stuck them in every merchant's 
window and on the side of most local 
cars. Workmen appeared Saturday 
morning and by 8:00 p.m. they had 
erected a dance floor and covered 
viewing stand with lights, right in the 
middle of the camping area. This 
camping area was in the middle of 
town and right above the beach. You 
were never more than 300 meters from 
the surf. 

For those who were lucky enough to 
arrive early, the partying started 
Thursday night and apparently never 
stopped. The residents were all 
friendly and remarkably tolerant, con- 
sidering the rowdy behavior displayed 
by some of their visitors, most of whom 
couldn't even speak the language. Not 


surprisingly, the poorest behavior

came from tourists with no connection 
with the race. Overall it appeared that 
the local residents were happy with the 
presence of the race and the racers and 
are eager to have us back next year. 
Good evidence of-that came Saturday 
night when the musicians appeared. 
First was a mariachi band which 
played right through a light rain: most 
of their instruments are wooden, so 
they simply moved into the audience, 
under the covered ‘stand, and kept on 
playing. Next was a Mexican rock and 
soul band. Mostly 60’s type music, 
Presley, etc. but with a unique flavor; 
all the words were in Spanish! 

This was really the best part of the 
entire weekend; that special feeling 
that comes from doing something you 
love but in a new way, or, as in this 
case, in a different country. 


The racing was a little different, 
too. The Baja countryside is not laced 
with trails as is the desert of southern 
California, perhaps because they don’t 
have a BLM bent on destruction of 
public lands. The courses here are of 
necessity, mostly ranch roads. That 
means hardpacked clay with a 
generous greasing of pea-gravel. It 
also means that at any given moment 
and at any given point you may be 
sharing the course’ with pigs, cats, 
dogs, goats, chickens, cows, kids, 
adults, ice cream vendors and pickup 
trucks. What could be more exciting 
than a 90 mph slalom? In fact, the 
start was delayed 10 minutes until a 
herd of 300 totally indifferent cows 
could be removed from the course less 
than two kilometers from the start. 

The start was in the center of town, 
right on Old Highway One. Traffic 
was simply stopped by dozens of com- 
pletely cooperative local policia. The 
racers started in rows of five, 10 
seconds apart. At the flag, you went 
straight down the highway for about 
500 meters and made a 90° left turn 
over cobblestones and out the dirt 
Street next to the bakery, under the 
toll highway and flat-tracked through 
a slickery right turn, past the most 
colorful cemetery you've ever seen, 
and out of town. From here on, it was 
a blur of houses, hovels, shacks and 
miniscule ranches, with people 
hanging on every fence, cheering you 
on and applauding anything that even 
looked like a wheelie (even if it was a 
mistake), The course went almost due 
east, mostly flat and very, very fast. 
There were hardly any hills, up or 
down. Some riders were so disappoint- 
ed by this that a few of them rode over 
the side of canyon dropoffs just so they 
could have the fun of trying to get 
back up to the trail. The-course turned 
right where last year’s course turned 
left and continued on, all the way 
around the big plateau that could be 
seen looming east of town. Most of this 
area was more than a little eerie, 
having been burned by the enormous 
Tecate fire earlier this year. What a 
perfect setting for a “Close Encounters” 
sequel. Most of the close encounters 
today, however, were between riders 
or riders and the ground. 

The countryside was beautiful, if 
you had time to spectate. Just as you 
were getting used to dodging trucks 
and rearing horses, you were back in 
town, tripping over kids and ice cream 
carts. Time for a hot shoe lap; Forty- 
eight minutes for 34 miles. As I said, a 
faaast course. 


Since this was a timed start race, 
being first into the first turn did not 
necessarily mean you were in a good 
position for the win. At least two top 
riders were out of contention before 
the race even began. Gary Davies’ plug 


got a case of the “tuista” and fouled 
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Cleansweep Racing Team’s Sherri Merrill, out in the Mexican countryside. 





itself on the start line, putting Gary 
too far in the hole to be a threat. Scott 
Atchison had problems with runs too; 
his piston tried to run all over the 
inside of the engine. This happened as 
Scott was sliding through that second 
turn after the start and by the time he 
restarted, he was 10 rows behind with 
an engine that tried to self-destruct for 
the rest of the day. 

By the end of lap one, the finishing 
order was beginning to appear. Dean 
Miller was first in, having started in 
the second row. Wayne Martin was 
really pushing to catch Miller, having 
crashed while trying to pass him on the 
first lap. Martin made his move in lap 
two and managed to squeeze by Miller 
to take the lead. Now it was Miller’s 
turn to come back. He took some wild 
chances but just couldn’t get past the 
determined Martin. And so they 
finished, one and two, They both won, 
however, since Martin rides Open and 
Miller was on a 250. 

The “Gee Whiz” award goes to Scott 
Smith who put on his now or never 
race face and moved from an 11th row 
start to third by the end of lap one. He 
held this position without challenge 
right to the end for third overall and 
first Amateur. There was no question 
that Smith was up for this one; just ask 
his teammates, the Mulconery 
brothers. Smith went flying by Mike 
on the first lap like a bat out of a 
Tijuana taco factory and even Gary 
crashed while trying to get back past 
Smith. Smith’s fever was infectious 
and even the very efficient High Speed 
Bail pit set new records in pitting him. 
A great ride, Scott. 

Mike Mulconery and Mike Martin 
started side by side in the fourth row 
and spent the entire race within shout- 
ing distance, swapping get offs and 
positions right to the wire. After a 100 
mile battle, Martin just edged 
Mulconery at the finish for fourth 
overall and second Open Expert, 
leaving fifth and third for his friendly 
competitor. 

Gary Mulconery suffered a broken 
clutch in his tussle with Smith and was 
forced to make a long pit stop to 


change it. This put him out of the 
running which let Heath Hibbard 
collect his share of the crash fever that 
afflicted all the top riders and trade it 
in for sixth spot. Donnie Morrison, 
riding for Dick Allen Yamaha, put to- 
gether a really smooth ride, with only 
one flat turn spin out, to jump from 
the sixth row to the seventh overall 
position and first lightweight by far. 
Not too shabby for one wrist (throttle) 
in a cast and riding a 175cc on what 
was surely a big bike course. 


Every rider I spoke with was 
uniformly enthusiastic about the 
entire event and are eager to ride it 
again next year. The residents will be 
happy to have most of them, too, with 
the exception of the retard that blazed 
into the finish and injured some 
spectators. I hope he’s reading this and 
realizes that, even though he ran away 
after the accident, his identity- is 
known by CRC officials and by the 
Rosarito police. I doubt he will be 
welcome there. 


Thanks to the Riverside City College 
Motorcycle Club for their help in 
scoring and race operations. They are 
an offshoot of the excellent motorcycle 
technology course offered there and 
will be working the Anaheim race as 
well. They helped put together the 
results but for now those results must 
be very unofficial. This was a timed 
event and some positions may change 
when all the elapsed times are totaled. 
See you in Rosarito Beach next year.

Parme hot at ARRA 
Willow Springs RR

ROSAMOND, CA, NOV. 4 

Chuck Parme clearly established 
himself as the man to beat by 
turning consistent 1:35s in prac- 
tice. In the Open Four-Stroke 
race, Parme took home a- beautiful 
three foot trophy awarded by IBCO 
Gaskets after easily dispatching an 
underpowered Whit Blakeslee 
(Champion Kaw). In his second 
appearance of the day, Open Super 
Cafe, Parme got a chance to sample 
his mount for the upcoming four-hour 
endurance race at Sears Point. True to 
form, while riding the Racecrafters 
Kawasaki, normally ridden by Harry 
Klinzmann, Parme did one of his now 
infamous “catch me if you can” acts. 
John Glover, riding Dick Kilgroe’s 
Kawasaki, definitely wanted to play 
the game as he managed to hook up an 
invisible tow line to Parme’s rear 
fender for most of the race, with 
Parme taking the checkers a half tick 
ahead of Glover. Blakeslee finished a 
lonesome third. 


The 410cc Production race was 
truly the tightest match up of the day 
with Howard Monise, Rob Selvey and 
Ed Toomey bidding adios to the rest of 
the pack after only half a lap. On the 
second lap, Toomey got. a little 
“behind” in the race as he gave Selvey 
a friendly pat on the butt while passing 
him on the outside through turn one. 
From that point on the lead changed 
at least every lap with Monise per- 
manently slotted third. Coming out of 
turn nine on the last lap, it appeared 
as if Toomey might hold on to win 
except that Selvey got a better drive 
out of the corner and took the flag 
ahead of Toomey and Monise to win. 
Mike McAvoy (Kaw) easily took the 
win over Dusty Behrman (Hon) in the 
100cc GP after Greg Bush crashed 
hard in turn five bringing out the red 
flag. 

The Box Stock race saw the Cham- 
pion Kawasaki duo of Blakeslee and 
Shelton leading the Open and 750cc 
classes, respectively. Fortunately 
neither rider had to contend with any 


challengers. The 410cc Box Stock race 
was quite a different story as Conrad 
Brooks and Dave Behrendt had a race- 
long dice ending with Brooks the 
victor by a slim margin. 

In the Open Production race, 
Blakeslee’s business partner and only 
challenger, Lee Fleming, dropped out 
on lap eight with a blown rear tire 
which nearly put the big man on his 
ear at blazing speed. The 750cc class 
was also dominated by two other 
members of the Champion stable, as 
Mike Spencer and Mark Shelton 
turned in excellent rides to garner first 
and second place, with another 650 
Kawasaki ridden by Mark Redmond 
holding down third. 

A small field of 250cc GP bikes were 
taught a lesson by Gennady Liubimski 
on his brand new TZ250 after early 
challenger Mike Baeder faded 14 
seconds back to finish-second. The 
125cc GP saw early leader Eddie 
Lawson drop out on the fifth lap with 
veteran Jody Nicholas (Hon) inheriting 
the win, but only after numerous 
challenges by rookie Todd Brown’s 
super clean Suzuki. Open GP points 
leader Mike Baeder was unstoppable 
on his TZ750, leading wire to wire. 
Baeder came very close to lapping 
Dick Kilgroe (Kaw) and Brian Fenton 
(Suz) who grabbed second and third.

Dumo won a new KX80 for the 9-11 
classes. Bruce bunch won a new KX80 
for the 12 and over class drawing while 
Andy Nelinger won a like machine in 
the dealers’ contest and Ron Eversole 
picked up a new and very trick Uni- 
Trak KDX175 for the drawing 
between all full-scale motorcycle con- 
testants. 

Some of these riders have worked 
themselves into favorable positions 
with major factories. NMA official 
Ted Moorewood informed me that just 
recently Mouse McCoy signed a 
contract and he races in the Junior 
Cycle Modified Intermediate 9-11 
class! Mouse was on the gas today but 
was outshined by Mike Healey. Healey 
took first in both motos yet Mouse 
gave him a great run for his money, 
particularly in the final moto when 
Mouse was leading till he fell on his 
super Mouse machine. What an upset! 
Healey took the overall win ahead of 
Eddie Hicks, McCoy and Buddy 
Dumo. 

Marty Rickard was all outfitted to 
win today and his full-coverage helmet 
looked so big on him that it covered 
half his body. This guy performed 
really well on his Italjet and he was 
determined to upset the leader of the 
Junior Cycle Stock Novice 9-11 race 
who was Doug Fisher. Fisher hooked 
the first win but was trailing Rickard 
in the second go. Then Rickard went 
down and this gave Fisher the clean 
win. Nice try Marty! Overall it was 
Fisher, Rickard, Space Schriner and 
Shane Sheffield. 

The Expert racing was superb and 
in the 83cc Stock Expert 12 and over 
event it was wild.

Blose takes Sun 
Grand Prix

PHOENIX, AZ, OCT. 28 

The mornings are cool and the 
days warm in Phoenix in late 
October, Statistically, rain is “im- 
possible,” but one still recalls the 
deluge of last year. In order to give the 
statistics a shove in the right direction, 
Sun M.C. kidnapped all Hopi and 
Navajo rain dancers. Tough methods, 
to be sure, but certainly effective. 
There was no rain; the weather was 
perfect. 

This year a Pro class was added to 
the racing program with a $1000 
purse. In addition, the Phoenix Coors 
Beer distributor, Zeb Pearce and Sons, 
sponsored the fourth Sun Grand Prix. 
The Pro race was run as a heads-up, 
run-what-you-brung event, with $500 
going to the winner: Phoenix’s Chappy 
Blose, riding a 250cc for Team 
Kawasaki. Blose battled for nearly the 
entire 13 laps with Moto-X Fox's 
Carlos Serrano (Mai), the “Flying 
Chicano” from Tucson. 


A.M. Race 


The Novices, Beginners and women 
left the asphalt oval starting grid at 
8:30, looking at 13 laps through the 
varied desert, sandwash, MX track 
and Jeep-road course. After a quick 
shot on the banked oval’s first and 
second turns, the course did a nasty, 
180° off-camber turn onto the drag 
strip straight. Kearny, AZ’s Bill 
Stamey took the first two laps’ lead, 
with Canoga Park, CA rider, Roger 
Spielman (400 Suz) right behind. 
Stamey fell back on lap three and 
Roger took over, never to be passed 
again. As Open Novice Roger passed 
through the Trees of Mystery, second 
place was taken by Mark Sidman, 
from Lake Havasu City. 

As the leaders made it all look so 
easy, the middle of the pack had other 
ideas as they found the mudhole. 
Over-zealous application of water by 
one of the five water trucks made the 
less experienced riders really unhappy. 
The fine-grained river silt, with water, 
made a heavy, glutinous trap for the 
unwary and weary. The many 
spectators and course personnel spent 
many a delightful moment removing 
the impacted scooters. Sun re-routed 
the course to bypass the quagmire. 

As the riders tried to settle into a 
comfortable pace and handle the 
many obstacles, it became apparent 
that Spielman would continue to lead 
the race if nothing untold occurred. 
The battle for second overall was 
being won by Tucson Husky rider 
Barry Jones, who had a several-minute 
lead over third place Mark Sidman 
(Open Nov). The real ringer in the 
group of leaders was Tempe’s Bill 
Meyer on a 250cc Yamaha. Bill soon 
slipped in between Spielman and Jones 
to run second overall. The final places

were spelled out in the waning 
moments as there were less than 30 
seconds between Spielman and Meyer, 
who was closing fast. The question 
was: could the difference be made up? 

The unofficial Long Distance 
Award has to go to Geoff Hamilton, a 
displaced Eastern enduro rider now 
residing in Cortez, CO. Geoff had a 
good ride: 16th overall and 10th Open 
Novice. An unusual sight was an 
anachronistic 250 Greeves, ridden by 
Californian Davey Krohn. It looked 
like a low-rider next to the Star Wars- 
technology '79 bikes. 


The women’s race developed -into 
quite a contest near the end. Invader 
Cindy Max, last year’s winner, had her 
hands full with transplanted Califor- 
nian Tasha Whitmore (C-A) from 
Prescott. Both were on the same lap 
and within 10 places of one another. 
Cindy had a clean ride but may not 
have known the women’s leader was 
just around the corner. She had to 
settle for second. 

The only significant action late in 
the race was Jay Gilbertson losing 
second 250cc Novice to Richard 
Prouty (Hus). When the checkered 
flag fell on the 13th lap, it was as 
expected: Spielman, Meyer, Barry 
Jones (Open Nov) and Jim Dunlap 
(250 Beg). 


Sidecars 

The 100% payback routine for the 
chairs was split evenly between the 
smallbores and bigbores: nine rigs 
each. The course was abbreviated 
from the a.m. race in order to keep the 
relatively few racers nice and close for 
visual impact. With the pot big and 
the race one hour, the equipment and 
personnel were guaranteed to take 
some kind of abuse. 

When the flag dropped, the BS 
started (as opposed to the generally 
accepted principles, for sure). The 
John Palfreyman, Jr/Tom Lund team 
leapt into the lead, looking very 
aggressive on their Triumph/Eagle 
unit. But at the first turn through 
scoring it was a three-way race 
building: Palfreyman, Sanner and 
Whitney. All rigs were within striking 
distance and no one could take a 
significant advantage and hold it. But 
after 30 minutes, Palfreyman, leading 


by some 15 seconds, plowed into 
scoring with a stuck throttle, pitching 
hay bales from hell to breakfast. The 
next time around it was Bob “Sliver” 
Sanner, Jr. with Perry “Como” Mellilo 
assisting. 

For the remainder of the eight-lap 
affair, it was super racing with a cat 
and mouse game between Sanner and 
the Whitney kids from Santa Barbara: 
The lead was less than 25 feet. On the 
back section, heading for the white 
flag, the Whitneys got past Sanner for 
a very slim lead. Looking for a race to 
the checkered the haybales were 
pulled back in scoring, but the 
expected drag race was less than 
expected. Whitney sailed on in a good 
50 feet ahead of a tired Sanner. 

The smallbore class was taken over 
by the immaculate TT500 Yam/Wasp 
of Loren Immken and hirsute Ron 
Peck. Running in second, but not 
really threatening were Sunoids Bob 
Neill and Butch Doom. Bob is easily 
running the lowest HP rig, using a 400 
Yamaha Enduro engine in his Wasp. 
And passenger Doom has been known 
to moon the Mayor of Elsinore. 


P.M. Race 


The afternoon event was launched 
by starter Tumbleweed Pepper. The 
Pros received a two-minute head start 
over the Experts, in order to avoid any 
unnecessary and undesirable tangles 
between overachiever Experts and bill- 
paying Pros. The Pro ranks included 
such notables as “Sizzlin’ Six” Mike 
Sixbery, Team Kawasaki's Chappy 
Blose, Moto-X Fox’s Carlos Serrano, 
last year’s winner Dale Eppard, and 
Team Maico/County Cycle’s Flyin’ 
Bryan Hayes. But when the first lap 
leader rocketed through, it was local 
MX star Gary Dircks on a Yamaha 
World-sponsored YZ. Hot on his heels 
was Blose, Sixbery, Eppard and Gary 
Wells. Right behind were Serrano and 
David King of Tucson. 

Lap two saw the same top three 
riders, with Serrano moving up to 
fourth, ahead of Eppard, King and 
Wells. Dircks held onto his slim lead 
through lap four, after which it was 
Serrano, Blose, Dircks, Sixbery, Wells, 
Bryan Hayes and Eppard. These top 
riders had eclipsed the field and 
started to lap riders.

While all eyes were on the,Pros, a 
definite battle had developed in the 
Open Expert class between Ghost 
Cycles’ Ron Cowles (Thumper) and 
Gary “Egg Plant” LaPlante on a KDX 
Kawasaki, complete with enduro light. 
Neither one appeared to be making 
any headway on the other, they 
continued as one and two, respectively 
lap after lap. The race for fourth and 
fifth was actually for first 125cc 
Expert. Brian Higgins and Bruce 
Peters ran that way all day, Behind 
them was the first Open Senior, Nate 
Sciacqua who apparently had no 
problem in taking charge of the 
situation. 

Through the race Serrano was wow- 
ing the crowds with his moon-launch 
jumps over the culvert jump, replaced 
by Course-Miester Pete Wekell and his 
magic loader. Carlos would pitch it 
sideways some 15 feet in the air, pop 
the berm and drop over the left-hand 
Hill of Doom. 


On the 11th lap, Blose stopped for 
his scheduled pit stop: “37 seconds,” 
said Chappy’s dad Ed. Chappy played 
his game plan to the hilt and went for 
the bucks. From lap 11 to the check- 
ered he had the lead. Serrano hit a 
foreign object in the track and 
removed his front brake lever shaft 
where it passes through the backing 
plate. True! I found it on the course. 
Serrano dropped out; there was no 
way he could remain both competitive 
and alive. Second place became the 
sole possession of Sizzlin’ Six. Looking 
consistent and always(?) in control, 
Checker M.C, member Sixbery held 
onto the second place finish for a 25% 
purse payoff. 


The final Pro tally showed that 
only seven riders took the 13 laps: 
Blose, Sixbery, King, Richardson, 
Hayes, Eppard and Jay Perkins. Sun 
awarded cash to all seven, instead of 
the original five-place payoff. 

The Senior class had so many riders 
that it was divided into Open and 250s 
for a change. Sciacqua was first Open 
Senior, with Roswell, NM, rider Ralph 
Coen taking second. The 250cc Senior 
winner was Dick Burley, an Invader 
sponsored by Duralube. Second 250cc 
Senior was the ever-popular John 
McCown and Kookie III. Sun didn’t 
award a “First Dog” this year, so John 
had to go for it. The oddest Senior 
(rider) was the 650cc Triumph 
Dinosaur of Karl “Krohnhead” Krohn, 
riding out of Jack Hateley Enterprises. 
Karl did nine laps and will be in 
traction for six months. 


In the end, Blose showed ‘em how to 
do it...on ¿a production 250 
Kawasaki, not a Uni-Trak, either.

Nationals

SAN BERNARDINO, CA, OCT. 26 
The 1979 season of Continental 
Moto-sports Club stadium moto- 
cross racing at the Orange Show 
Fairgrounds came to an end last 
Friday night. This final race was the 
largest ever as the promoters American 
Raceways presented the CMC Night 
Nationals, Hundreds of fine motocross 
racers from around the Southland 
came to compete for the many differ- 
ent prizes and .cash awards which 
included over $2000 worth of trick 
stuff from Malcolm Smith Racing 
Products. 

After this important race all of the 
competitors will have to wait till next 
February to fly under the lights 
because this event will undergo a three 
month winter break. With as many 
riders as there were this evening, the 
CMC officials had to have 40 races on 
their line-up. . 

One of the finest Pro riders in the 
country has been on hand this season 
and this is Team Yamaha rider 
“Rocket Rex” Staten. Rex proved his 
superiority in this final 500cc Pro race 
and blew away his competitors in each 
moto. The very important second 
moto was particularly exciting. 
Donnie Hansen on a flaming orange 
Can-Am got the holeshot while Gary 
Jones of Ammex was very close. Soon 
Jones made a fine pass and controlled 
first place. Staten approached and 
rammed into Hansen and this set the 
Can-Am rider way back. Staten had to 
get by David Gerig (Suz) and then he 
was right on Jones’ tail. Those two 
were literally battling it out and then 
the incredible Rocket Rex made his 
move and passed Jones on a sweeper 
behind the scorer’s booth. After thé 
two hot motos, Staten won the first 
place cash. Because of a consistent 
score, Ron Turner of Luft captured 
second in front of Gary Jones, David 
Gerig, and Ed Arnet. 

There were far more 125cc Pros in 
the line-up than there were 500cc 
Pros, and they had to have consolation 
run-offs before the finals. Gary 
Denton smoked everyone in the 
consolation event and beat the cream 
of the crop during the finals. He really 
proved.that a fast older model Suzuki 
can still be competitive. The Suzuki of 
Pomona rider jetted out ahead in the 
first moto and displayed _ his 
spectacular holeshot style. The only 
other man that could say he camé 
close was John O'Mara. John had the 
sharpest machine in this race, an Al 
Baker’s FMF Mugen. O’Mara strutted 
in second and kept ahead of Luft 
Racing team rider Ron Turner, Mike 
Tripes and Jim Holley. 

In the second moto Denton pulled 
away from everyone once again and 
stayed clean out in front for the entire 
race.

While the final qualifier for the 
Anaheim Amateur National 
Championship motocross race 
was being run by the California 


Racing Club down in Carlsbad Sunday, 
Indian Dunes was the site of the 


regular CRC motocross, on a revised 
International Course, where nearly 40 
Professionals competed for the 100% 
payback in the three classes. Taking 
home top honors were DG's Willy 
Simons in the 125s, self-sponsored 
Kenny Zahrt in the 250s, and Wheel- 
smith Maico’s Ed Arnet in the 500s. 

The first Pro class out of the gate 
was the 125s, and as the pack headed 
for the first turn it was Yamaha’s A.J. 
Whiting with the holeshot. Bobby 
Ryan, Willy Simons, Mark Moscrop 
and Jim Simons went into attack 
formation behind, and began dicing 
for position. Willy Simons quickly 
worked into second place, but in the 
short time that had passed, young 
Whiting had already built up a very 
commanding lead. Simons and 
Moscrop battled for third, and 
Moscrop, in his first race since 
breaking his shoulder a month ago, 
was feeling the pressure towards the 
end of the moto. Simons slipped. by for 
third, and in the last few laps, Ryan 
slipped by, and Moscrop was taken out 
when he and Tony Gomez tangled in a 
turn. Gomez got up in time to salvage 
fifth, but Moscrop dropped to seventh. 
Whiting, Simons and Simons finished 
1-2-3. 

In the second moto, Whiting again 
took the holeshot, but this round 
Simons got off right beside him, and 
the two went head to head for the first 
two laps. On the third lap, Simons 
made his bid for the lead, and 
Whiting shut him off time after time, 
until finally Simons made a pass that 
stuck. Almost immediately after 
being overtaken, Whiting’s Yamaha 
seized, and put him out. Gomez and 
Moscrop went at it again behind the 
leaders, and this round they both kept 
on two wheels, and Gomez rode in for 
second, while Moscrop put in a very 
impressive third. Gomez picked up 
second overall, and Ryan got third for 
his consistent 4-5 finishes. 

In the 250s, it was all Kenny Zahrt, 
as the Maico pilot put the roost to the 
15 riders entered. In the first moto, 
Zahrt took the lead early after going 
into the first turn in third. Once in 
front, no one could touch Zahrt as he 
easily won with a huge lead. Tracy 
Oswell and Craig Cole battled it out 
for second, and at the halfway mark 
Cole slipped by for the runner-up spot. 
Oswell dogged the entire moto, but 
couldn't get by as the checkers came 
out. Tony Gomez picked up fourth 
ahead of Brian Chereshkoff, both 
moving up after Edwin Arnet’s front 
tire came off the rim in the late laps, 
and Arnet nursed it across for 12th in 
the moto. 

Moto two saw Zahrt again holeshot, 
with Oswell right behind. Cole and 
Arnet battled for third, as Oswell tried 
to slip past Zahrt. On the fifth lap, 
Cole’s chances for an overall went up 
in dust as he got off hard in the sand 
section, apparently injuring an 
already sore ankle. This left Arnet to 
charge after the leading duo, which he 
did very quickly, and soon he slipped 
past Oswell for second. At this stage, 
Zahrt didn’t need to beat either Arnet 
or Oswell, as long as he finished right 
behind Tracy, and he would take the 
overall. Arnet slipped by later in the 
moto, and Zahrt held onto second for 
the moto, and the overall win. Oswell’s 
3-3 earned second overall, ahead of 
Tony Gomez’s 4-4 third overall. 
Arnet’s second moto win earned him 
fourth overall, and a little cash to fix 
the front wheel. 

In Open action, Arnet came back to 
take the overall with a 1-3 ride over 
Bill Ovellette, Bill Hagen and Hal 
Strauss. Strauss ran second early in the 
first moto before crashing, and in the 





second moto came back to fight with 
Ovellette for the moto victory. 
Ovellette put up a good battle, but 
Strauss powered by for the win and 
fourth overall. Arnet picked up third, 
and Hagen fourth.

Mud throttles 
D-36 MX at Sears 
Point

SONOMA, CA, NOV. 4 

An enormous crowd of riders 
descended upon Sears Point In- 
ternational Raceway for the an- 
nual event that sees the sports: 


men take to the course recently used 
for the final race of the Trans-USA 
series. 

Red and yellow fencing was still 
there marking the route up, over and 
down the now brilliantly green Sonoma 
County hills, but one could scarcely 
call it the “same” track the Pros had 
used two short weeks before. The 
difference was in the track condition. 
The second rains of the season had 
turned the adobe soil into the 
abominable goop that haunts the 
dreams of any motocrosser who has 
made its acquaintance. 

The mud was the star of the show 
and any rider, no matter how brilliant 
his performance, had to settle for 
being a part of the supporting cast: 
Each race took so long to complete 
that only the Experts rode two motos. 

Maintaining momentum seemed the 
key to even rudimentary directional 
control — slow down a little too much 
and a bike might go in completely un: 
predictable directions, spin donuts, 
head backwards, or fail to go anywhere 
at all unless one counted going down 
as the rear wheel spun itself ever more 
deeply into a hole. But maintaining 








speed and momentum was frequently 
impossible as the incredibly sticky mud 
built up on the'sides of the wheel, forks 
and swingarm until the wheels could 
not turn at all but were simply 
jammed still by mud. Another varia- 
tion was not being able to shift gears 
because the shift lever was encased in a 
sufficient. wrapping of mud to neither 
be found nor moved, much less ratchet- 
ed through a gear change. 

The program began with optimism 
that it would only take a few races 
before the track was stirred up and 
dried out. However, drizzle began 
before the second race was off the line 
and steadily increased in intensity. 
The entire second division of the 250cc 
Novices deserves praise for riding their 
first two laps, in the worst downpour 
of the day, in magnificent up-on-the- 
wheels form. The white flag must have 
been a jinx because from then on there 
were bikes down all over. 

The sun nearly emerged soon after, 
but the track was atrocious. The uphill 
sections were non-negotiable by most 
of the riders. The trick technique, 
which occasionally even worked, was 
to get off and walk along beside the 
bike up the slippery parts. It worked'if 
the rider didn’t slip and fall down him- 
self — a big ifl 

When the 250cc Intermediates took 
their turn, the steepest section was 
widened to include whatever fresh 
grass one could grab alongside. Never- 
theless, there were frequently as many 
as six bikes independently down on that 
hill. Chuck Aksland led handsomely 
for most of the race, but gave it up in 
what looked like exhaustion on the 
final lap, slowing down so much as to 
slip sideways off the hill and DNF. 

The expected “how-to” demonstra- 
tion by the 250cc Experts did not 
materialize. Pat Wilson, leading, took 
what the spectators had come to 
regard as the “wrong” line up the 
steepest mud hill — three times success- 
fully. The fourth was the loser and 
what happened to him is what 
happened to nearly every other rider 
that chose that route — he slipped 
sideways back down the hill. Even a 
second run, now neck-in-neck with 
Joey Schlag who was trading his second 
place for first, had the same dismal 
result. Wilson’s third attempt took 
him out through the grass where 
everyone else had been going all moto, 
but by this time his win was a lost 
cause. 

In the second 250cc Expert moto, 
Joey Schlag grabbed the holeshot with 
Wilson in hot pursuit. It was a very 
close, fast race, considering the condi- 
tions, between Schlag and Wilson 
until Wilson fell and gave Schlag a 
little breathing space. Wilson fell 
again, giving his place to Dave Wood, 
but it was Randy Pockrandt who 
managed to cross the finish line in 
second place. 

During the running of the Open In- 
termediates the course was 
significantly changed to avoid two of 
the worst and most dangerous parts. It 
was, no doubt, rather surprising to 
those riders to unexpectedly find yellow 
fences across what had lately been the 
course, but only a few seemed serious- 
ly. confused. Most responded to the 
signalling officials after only slight 
hesitation. 

More than a few spectators thought 
that if anyone could make it around 
that track it would be the Open 
Experts. As it turned out, of those that 
got so far, six failed to make it up the 
first really steep mud hill during the 
first lap alone. Several riders pulled off 
and did not finish, Donnie Cantaloupi 
among them. Rory Rundle made 
himself unmistakable for the lap 








checkers by attaching paper plates to 
his helmet in hopes that the numbers 
thereon might stay visible, come what 
may. They did. 

Darrell Shultz, making good use of 
his Factory Suzuki, was out in front 
and looked to be larking it, catching 
air over ground which at other times 
was frequently covered by the prone 
bodies of his racing companions. 
Shultz won the first moto with little 
challenge from behind. 

Dave Wood hung in to place second 
in the first moto, but took the holeshot 
and held onto the lead in the second. 
Shultz fell several times and kept 
dropping back. It was Jerome 
Heiberger who was hot on Wood’s rear 
fender for the last lap with Shultz 
dimly behind, barely catching the 
white flag as Wood came in for the 
checkered. 

The money Darrell Shultz might 
have taken home with him for his 
moto win and third overall was 
graciously donated to benefit Bob 
Myers. 

The 100cc Sportsmen and Powder 
Puffs came around one at a time, few 
and far between, and all got stuck on 
the long uphill. Cheers accompanied 
the first cresting of the hill. The sound 
resembled a chain-saw competition — 
steady full throttle as rear wheels spun 
in place. Apparently a motorcycle 
engine blows up quietly, because there 
were no loud bangs, just the stopping 
of that steady full throttle! 

For the 125ccs both bad uphill 
sections were taken out. The track was 
getting as flat and straight as possible, 
but its basic qualities could not be 
changed. Of all the riders who did or 
didn’t like the conditions, one of the 
most enthusiastic had to be Joey Peter- 
son who swept to the 125cc Intermedi- 
ate win and on around again for a 
victory lap of sheer exaltation, a joyful 
glorying in the ooey, gluey goop. It 
takes all kinds! 

The 125cc Experts made it look less 
slippery than had their Novice counter- 
parts and perhaps it was a little, but 
probably not much. Scott Rebuck kept 
right on boogying to win the first 
moto, but Mike Preston screamed past 
on his Jorgy’s Suzuki to sweep up the 
second moto win and take home the 
winnings for first overall as well. e

After many efforts of Mr. James 
Ruch and other people to drag me into 
the Barstow to Vegas conflict I have 
finally felt that I can remain silent no 
longer.

Their 
rationalization to “Protect the 
Environment” is so absurd, that not 
even some of the news media accepts 
it. When you consider that by BLM’s 
own figures, between 20-27,000 
motorcyclists have raced the Barstow 
to Vegas course in the nine years the 
race was run. Either the desert has 
healed so completely and thoroughly 
that their concern for damage or 
adverse environmental impact from 
off-road vehicles . is completely 
groundless, or there is nothing left to 
protect. 


The truth lies somewhere in 
between, but of course, to build a 
monstrous bureauracy at taxpayers’ 
expense you can’t deal in facts. Half- 
truths and fiction seem to be BLM’s 
weapon. -But none the less, the 
trailride as taken last year, and I 
believe in years past, stayed on existing 
roads. Not roads and trails, but roads 
— roads made by graders, bulldozers, 
and heavy equipment in most cases. 
Yet to say .that somehow after 
bulldozers have graded out a path 
through the desert, that the passage of 
motorcycles. over these graded roads 
causes adverse environmental impact 
to “Indian artifiacts and ancient 
writings,” I can only say, “Bull!” 

I asked Mr. Ruch, California 
Director of the Bureau of Land 
Management, if he was so naive or so 
fooled by his employees to really 
believe that a race had been taking 
place since 1974 in the old Barstow to 
Vegas area, or that they were actually 
using the old Barstow to Vegas course. 
Mr. Ruch very arrogantly answered 
me by saying that he knew that at least 
two guys had said, “Hey, I can beat 
you to the next telephone pole.” So 
therefore that constituted a race, and 
that at least a hundred yards used in 
trailride, were on roads that were part 
of the original Barstow to Vegas 
course, therefore they were using the 
course. Consequently, the lying press 
releases by the Bureau of Land 
Management state: “A race over the 
Barstow to Vegas race course.” This is 
not a half-truth — this is an outright 
lie! But of course, this is the standard 
stock and trade of the Bureau of Land 
Management, so we can expect no less. 

As for the actions of the people on 
November 24th this year, I can give 
only several words of advice: (1) Obey 
the law. Stay out of BLM’s closed 
areas; they are phony — they are 
ridiculous — but stay out anyway! It is 
not going to help us or hurt us by 
going through them. If you wish to use 
BLM’s “corridor” which really is the 
sole jurisdiction of the Los Angeles 
Department of Water and Power, 
please do so. This road is open to the 
general public. 

There are other routes, quite legal, 
on roads. An Automobile Club map is 
very good showing you open, existing 
roads in the desert. Get one, use it, if 
you are going to go. 

Let me also state here, that I am not 
encouraging people to go — I’m 
saying if you do go, do these things: 
Obey the law, stay on the roads. (2) 
Rasor Rd., the man who owns the gas 
station, has indicated that he does not 
want you there. If this is so — stay 


away! Don’t intrude where people 
don’t want you; it only causes hard 
feelings. 

And (3), I talked at lemgth to the 
San Bernardino County Sheriff. The 
San Bernardino County Sheriff's only 
concern is to protect private property 
rights. San Bernardino County has a 
written permission law requiring you 
to have written permission, if you are 
someone - else's private property. 
Whether this law is constitutional is 
not the point here. San Bernardino 
County Sheriff is -entrusted with 
enforcing all laws within their county. 
He does not make the laws, he enforces 
them, and it is his duty to protect that 
property and enforce those laws. 

San Bernardino County Sheriff also 
stated to me that in his opinion any 
road that has been in continuous 
public use for one year and one day, is 
a public thoroughfare open to the 
general public, and he would treat 
them as such. So, once again, if you 
are going to go into that area, stay on 
the roads! 

Also, I talked at length with Capt. 
Burchett of the California Highway 
Patrol, Barstow Office, He informed 
me that the Bureau of Land 
Management had requested illegal 
closures of freeway off-ramps and 
freeway overpasses. The Highway 
Patrol has informed the BLM that 
these closures are illegal, and they are 
not within BLM's _ jurisdiction. 
Highway Patrol Oficers will be in the 
area to assist you and enforce 
California state law. One request the 
Captain has made to us, is to please, if 
you are a vehicle, traveling on the 
freeway, do not pace the off-road 
vehicle riders. They are traveling 
much slower than freeway speed and by 
you staying with them, you create a 
hazard on the freeway. If you are 
doing this, you will be cited; plus, 
there is no parking on the freeways. 
Pull off the freeway completely, at an 
off-ramp if you wish to park. 

And that about covers what I would 
have to say about this year’s ride if you 
are going to go. As to next year to 
avoid possible confrontation — I can 
suggest to the BLM that there is only 
one practical route: That is to grant a 
permit for a Off-Highway Vehicle race 
on the 1974 Barstow to Vegas course 
for Thanksgiving weekend. The BLM 
has an $80,000-plus environmental 
impact statement on that course. I 
believe only a, negative declaration is 
necessary to bring this up to date. 

Once again, I mentioned the pas- 
sage of some 20-27,000 motorcyclists 
over this course and can only say that 
minimal environmental impact can 
possibly be felt after the passage of 
that many motorcyclists. If BLM is 
truly sincere in working to the best 
interest of the people of the state of 
California, they will issue this permit 
early, allowing those environmental 
groups, who will surely oppose it, to 
file their appeals, and have these 
heard before a court. Let us let it go to 
court, let's fight it! Let’s have this 
thing out in the open. Let’s stop the 
half-truths, the insinuations, and the 
outright lies! Let's truly take a step 
forward to increase the recreational 
opportunities for the people of the 
state of California and stop using them 
as a stepping stone to build gigantic 
bureaucratic empire within our state. 

Once again: Ride happy — ride safe 
— and obey the law!

With the recent opening of addi- 
tional southern California desert areas 
to off-road use, the Los Angeles De- 
partment of Water and Power asks 
that cyclists be especially carefuly in 
areas where high voltage transmission 
lines are located. 

At present, the DWP is conducting 
construction work in its transmission 
line corridor extending from Barstow 
to the Las Vegas area. While in this 
area, cyclists should be aware that 
equipment and materials are stored on 
the transmission line right-of-way and 
may not be easily seen by cyclists. 

For the safety of cyclists and 
reliability of southern California's 
electric service, the DWP would 
appreciate the cooperation of all off- 
road enthusiasts in not disturbing 
construction materials or operating 
equipment while in transmission line 
areas. Also, care should be exercised 
in operating vehicles so as not to 
damage transmission line roads. These 
roads provide vital access for 
construction and maintenance of the 
transmission lines.

SANTA MARIA LOCAL RACERS 
Spillway Park 


Appalled by Parks & Rec Dept. 


I have just returned from a meeting 
of the Parks and Recreation Dept. 
Commission, and to say that I am 
appalled at what went on would be an 
understatement. 

I was there as a representative of 
CAMPAC to stand up for the rights of 
the dirt bikers of the state of 
California. The commissioners, I was 
told, were to discuss the Hungry Valley 
and Red Rock Canyon areas. Instead, 
they discussed an urban park in the 
middle of the city of San Bernardino 
for which the Legislature had set aside 
$1.3 million in bond funds to acquire 
100 acres of “impacted urban area ina 
state of deterioration” to expand an 
existing park. ; 

None of the people on that 
commission had seen the area on 
which they were voting. The meeting 
was held in Kern County, over 100 
miles from the site in question. The 
members fussed about the way in 
which the Legislature had 
circumvented the commission to place 
them in the position of rubber- 
stamping this project, yet they voted 
4-2 to approve the park. ‘As commis- 
sioner Ida Berk said, “We better 
vote before I find out too much about 
this.” She then proceeded to vote in 
favor of it. 

This park will relocate a number of 
people through the power of eminent 
domain, or as government 
representative Ken McClellan put it, 
“We have made tremendous strides in 
dispossessing people from their 
property.” Whether or not motorcycles 
are to be allowed in the park is beside 
the point. We are helping to pay for 
the project and for all projects whether 
we get the use of them or not. 

The highhanded and arrogant 
manner in which this thing was carried 
off points up the problems that 
motorcyclists have with government. 
The Kern County bikers and myself, as 
well as members of the Libertarian 
Party took exception to the whole 
proceeding, from the fact that the 
commission voted first and entertained 
discussion later, to the fact that they 
tried to adjourn the meeting in the 
middle of our objections from the 
floor, tactics which one biker 
described as “a democratic innovation 
thought up by Mussolini.” They 
disliked being reminded that Herb 
Rhodes ripped off the Green Stickie 
fund, prefering to refer to this little act 
of misappropriation and theft as “a 
mistake.” 

Michelle Egizi was the lone 
commission member who expressed 
true sympathy with the points we 
made, and was interested enough to 
stay around and talk with us later on. 
To say that the rest of the commission 
fled when we finally allowed them to 
adjourn would be an understatement.

Triplecrown, MX Finals go to 
Rhinestone Cowboy

ANAHEIM, CA, NOV. 17 


More than 40,000 witnesses literally over- 
whelmed the field of 25 motocross bikes, decibel 
for decibel, with their cheers of approval as 
Texan Kent Howerton, Team Suzuki’s “Rhine- 


stone Cowboy” reeled in early 
leader Honda-mounted Warren 
Reid to. win the Coca-Cola MX 
Finals in Anaheim Stadium. Reid 
had led from the start, but Howerton 
— seventh on the opening lap — 
steadily picked off competitors to 
move into second place on lap 10, the 
halfway point of the main event. Once 
in second, Howerton carved two- and 
three-second-per-lap gouges from 
Reid’s lead, which was approximately 
11 seconds at the time Kent displaced 
Team Kawasaki's Jimmy Weinert from 
second. 

Howerton’s win easily clinched the 
Toyota Trucks Triplecrown of Super- 


cross — he led with 42 points over 
Darrell Shultz’s 35 prior to the 
Anaheim race — and the win also 


moved him up from eighth place to 
fifth in the AMA/Toyota Supercross 
Series. Holding 123 points before the 
final series event, Kent’s second place 
in his qualifying moto plus his main 
event win'added 27 points for an even 
150 total. That bumped Marty Tripes, 
who appeared in the pits but did not 
ride Anaheim, by a single point (149- 
150), from fifth in the final standings. 

Warren Reid, who finished second 
at this event, moved up from ninth to 
seventh place with 147 points, just two 
behind Tripes. 

Third at Anaheim was Team 
Yamaha's Mike Bell. Mike had started 
eighth, right behind Howerton, and 
followed him up through the pack 
until Kent's afterburner cut in at the 
halfway point. Jimmy Weinert held a 


strong fourth place at the checkered 
flag over fifth placer, Team Honda's 
Steve Wise. 


Wise was riding one of two very 
special Hondas that made their first 
U.S. showing at Anaheim. The 
machines, one ridden by Wise and the 
other by new Team Honda rider 
Chuck Sun, featured two major 
changes. The 250cc machines were 
water-cooled with a gear-driven water- 
pump and a unique radiator mounted 
saddle-style ahead of the fuel tank and 
shrouded in a square-angled scoop. 
Both machines also featured a new 
(for Honda) rear suspension set-up 
very similar to Kawasaki's Uni-Trak 
system. Having arrived in the country 
during the previous week, set-up was a 
hurried affair. Wise finished fifth and 
Sun took eighth on the new machines 
tuned by Cliff White and Eric Crippa. 

Team Yamaha's Bob Hannah, who 
had clinched the 1979 AMA/Toyota 
Supercross Series title earlier in the 
season, was on hand to spectate and 
watch teammate Mike Bell attempt to 
bump Jimmy Weinert from second 
place in the standings. Hannah’s 253 
point total was beyond reach, but 
Weinert’s 195 and Bell's 190 point 
scores promised a battle to the finish. 

Weinert rode in qualifying moto 
number one, but fell near the end and 
placed fourth for no points. Then 
Bell, who was staged in qualifier two, 
copied Weinert’s performance with a 
fourth place, too, after recovering 
from an over-the-bars get-off. 

It all came down to the main event. 





There, Weinert’s fourth placing kept 
him ahead, as Bell placed only one 
position, two points in front for the 


race, three points behind for the series. 


Steve Wise’s fifth at Anaheim didn’t 
put him in the battle for second, but it 
kept him safely above the changes that 
were going on back around fifth place 
in the series point standings. Steve 
added 16 points to his series score to 
maintain a final placing of fourth for 
the year. 


Qualifying motos 

The first of four 10-lap qualifying 
motos saw Team Kawasaki's “Teeny 
Meanie” Jeff Ward launch his KX250 
off the gate in front of teammate 
Jimmy _ Weinert, Robert Reisinger, 
Chuck Sun, Kent Howerton, Brad 
Lackey, Marty Moates, Darrell Shultz 
and Danny Chandler. With the 
heavies nipping at his heels looking for 
top-three points and a direct transfer 
to the main with a top-five placing, 
Ward gassed it and hung on. 

Howerton quickly found a line past 
Reisinger and Sun and began to harass 
Weinert for second. But “The 
Jammer” held back his challenger 
until the last lap when Howerton 
passed on a straight and shut the door 
in the turn. Seconds later, Weinert 
stepped off, and Shultz got by. 

At the flag, it was Ward, Howerton, 
Weinert, Shultz and Sun making the 
transfer to the final event. 

. The second qualifier started off like 
a Jimmy Ellis benefit with the 
Connecticut rider shooting out to a 
good lead over Parry Klassen, Donnie 
Hansen, Mike Bell, Larry Wosick, 
Steve Stackable and Broc Glover. On 
the fourth lap, however, Hansen 
moved into second and began closing 
the gap. 

But the real threat was Warren 
Reid! Reid was slicing through the 
leaders, moving into fourth on lap 
three, third on lap four and passing 
Hansen for second on the sixth time 
around! Hansen attached himself to 
Reid’s slipstream, and both passed 
Ellis on lap seven. 





When they completed the 10th and 
final lap, Warren Reid was safely the 
winner over Hansen, Ellis, Mike Bell 
and Parry Klassen. 

Gary Semics put his air-cooled 
Team Honda out in front of qualifying 
moto three. LOP’s Mark Gregson was 
right behind, and pushing hard were 
David Taylor, 1979's top privateer 
Arlo Englund, Scott Gillman, Gary 
Dircks, Scott Johnson and Steve Wise. 

No one could catch Semics as he left 
a three-way battle for second place 
among Gregson, Taylor and Englund. 
Arlo moved ahead of Taylor just past 
the halfway point. The three closed on 
Semics, and Englund got around 
Gregson with one lap to go. When the 
flag dropped, it was Semics, Englund, 
Gregson, Taylor and~ Gillman who 
made the cut into the main. 

Last of the four qualifiers, round 
four was led to turn one by Gary 
Denton’s LOP Yamaha with Donnie 
Cantaloupi, Ron Pomeroy, Rex Staten 
and Frank Stacy in tow. Staten began 
working up immediately, passing 
Pomeroy on lap three, then closing on 
Denton on the next lap. Cantaloupi 
had taken the lead on lap three, and 
he held it until lap eight. 

Staten got around Denton on the 
seventh circuit, then flew past Yamaha 
teammate Cantaloupi on the fast front 
straight jump. Rex led them all to the 
checkered flag with Cantaloupi, 
Denton, Billy Grossi and Brian 
Myerscough taking the transfer spots. 


Semifinals 

Danny “Magoo” Chandler put on 
one of his top performances in the first 
of two semis, coming from a fifth place 
start to win. Robert Reisinger showed 
Steve Martin, Marty Moates, Tony 
DiStefano and Chandler the way to 
turn one, but then Magoo cut loose 
and it was just a matter of time before 
he won or crashed trying. Tonight, it 
was the former. Taking the second of 
two transfer spots to the main event 
was former three-time 250cc National 
Champion Tony DiStefano, this year 
riding a Husqvarna. 





Semi two saw Team Suzuki’s Mark 
Barnett going full-out to make up for 
his poor luck in the qualifier. He'd 
gotten bumped to the outside of turn 
one in the qualifier, and he couldn't 
make up the lost time. In the semi, he 
avoided a first turn crash that 
grounded Gary Dircks, Danny Turner, 
David Wood and Scott Johnson, and 
headed for the checkered flag. Steve 
Wise held second ahead of Frank 
Stacy, Jeff Jennings, Alan Smith and 
Allen Berluti. 

There was no catching Barnett; he 
extended his lead as Wise settled into a 
sure transfer in second. But on the last 
of 10 laps, Barnett crashed heavily on 
the starting chute straightaway. The 
medical crew rushed to the dazed 
rider, and after extensive attention 
which included applying a shoulder 
brace, Mark walked back to the pits. 
He was checked by the Team Suzuki 
orthopedic surgeon later in the 
evening and told that his shoulder — 
feared to be separated again — was 
not as serious as anticipated. He was 
given the doctor’s OK to ride-as soon as 
he feels ready. 

Steve Wise took the win followed by 
Frank Stacy. 


Consolation 


Team Kawasakis Chappy Blose 
took the holeshot in the Consolation, 
but LOP’s Greg ‘Theiss put the 
pressure on immediately. Following 
them were Danny Turner, Arlo 
Englund, Marty Moates and Allen 
Berluti. 

Theiss passed Blose on lap three, 
but there was no safety up front. The 
top five ran wheel-to-wheel, and 
Turner got around Blose on the next 
lap. 

Ras Turner kept Theiss honest, 
Moates passed Blose and moved in to 
join the three-way race for the win. 
But Theiss held on, and Turner, 
Moates, Blose and Englund followed 
him to the finish line.

Warren Reid shaved the starting 
gate, put the Honda's power on the 
ground, and led the 25-man final 
event into Anaheim’s turn one. Gary 
Semics exited turn one on Reid’s tail 
with Jimmy Weinert, Donnie Hansen, 
Scott Gillman, Steve Wise and Kent 
Howerton following, Eighth on the 
opening lap was Mike Bell — right 
behind Howerton — as Donnie 
Cantaloupi and Chuck Sun completed 
the top 10. Eleventh through 15th 
were Darrell Shultz, Tony DiStefano, 
Jeff Ward, Arlo Englund and Rex 
Staten. 

Weinert wasted no time, catching 
Semics off guard on the third turn and 
slipping into second on the next lap. 
Howerton had begun his move 
forward, too, blasting up two spots to 
fifth behind Hansen by the end of lap 


two. 


Reid was riding incredibly well. 
With an entire National class field 
bouncing around the tight baseball- 
field-sized course behind him, Warren 
continued to extend his lead. By the 
end of lap four, he had six seconds on 
Weinert. 

One-quarter through the moto, lap 
five, Weinert’s second place was being 
threatened by the elbow-bumping trio 
of Semics, Hansen and Howerton 
breathing down The Jammer’s neck. 
As they banked through turn one on 
the sixth time around, Weinert slid 
wide, nicking a haybale. The bale 
rolled down into Semics’ path, but the 
Team Honda rider avoided what 
appeared to be an inevitable endo 
situation. 

Two seconds later, Hansen’s race 
ended. Exiting turn one, hot on 
Howerton’s tail (Kent had just passed 
him), he lost control and went 
bouncing down the track. Hansen 
appeared to be only shaken, but he sat 








on the straightaway jump to let his 
head clear before continuing at a slow 
pace. 

Lap eight saw Reid with over 10 
seconds on second place holder 
Weinert, but Howerton was still 
charging. Kent passed Gary Semics for 
third place with Mike Bell following 
suit on the next turn. Bell was keeping 
the pressure on Howerton, and the 
pair were closing on Weinert. 


Halfway — lap 10 — saw Howerton 
catch and pass Jimmy Weinert at the 
bridge. His next target, leader Warren 
Reid, was 11-12 seconds away, a long, 
long lead on a Supercross track. Fast 
lap times were in the 58-59 second 
range. 


Darrell Shultz and Jeff Ward 
collided near the bridge when Ward 
lost it coming off the jump. Jeff got 
away from the out-of-control Kawa- 
saki, and it bumped Shultz and 
rammed the bridge. Shultz held on, 
maintaining his seventh place behind 
Semics and Steve Wise, but Ward was 
out of the competition. 


One lap after moving into second, 
Kent Howerton sliced three seconds off 
Warren Reid’s lead, pulling to within 
eight seconds of the leader. On the 
next lap, the spread was six seconds, 
then five on the 14th lap, then 
suddenly two seconds on lap 15, three- 
quarters of the way through the race. 

Lapped riders made the going 
rough on the tight, narrow stadium 
course. Reid, Howerton and Bell ran 
in close formation out in front of 
Jimmy Weinert, Steve Wise, Gary 
Semics and Darrell Shultz. 

Midway through lap 17, Howerton 
put on an extra strong push, jammed 
up beside Reid and eased into the lead 
at the start of lap 18. On the 18th lap, 
Mike Bell — a solid third — was trying 
to pass Reid, but one of Bell’s long legs 
didn’t quite make it over one of the 
sharp-peaked jumps. The sudden snag 
pitched him into Warren, and he 
stepped off. Mike got going again 
quickly to maintain third at the finish. 
“I tried,” he said later, “All I can say 
now though is, ‘Seattle! Next year. 


Howerton had a three to four 
second lead on Reid as they raced 
through the final lap. At the finish 
line, was Howerton, Reid, Bell, with 
Weinert and Wise completing the top 
five. Shultz held sixth over Semics and 
Sun. Rex Staten and Arlo Englund 
completed the top 10. 

Kent’s wife Jill joined him in the 
winner’s circle, and — typical Kent — 
he declined a kiss from the tophy girl, 
Miss Toyota Dawn Clark in favor of 
several from his foxy wife. 


“Let Greg (Arnette, Howerton’s 
mechanic) have her kiss,” Kent 
offered. 

“It’s OK, isn’t it?” he asked Miss 
Toyota, suddenly worried. She smiled

What was it all about? America’s premier 
riders competed for two berths on a U.S. team 
that could qualify to compete in next year’s 


World Speedway Final. 


All 16 riders are Americans. 
Ten earned their way to Friday 
night’s event by placing high up 
in points in the five rounds of 
qualifying that were run to pick riders 
for the U.S. National Speedway 
Championship. 

The other six riders came home 
from Europe, where they have been 
racing in the British Speedway 
League. 

They all came to race at Anaheim 
Stadium, home of the Angels baseball 
team, the future home of the Rams 
football team and home of the 
California Surf soccer team. 

A special quarter-mile track was 
constructed along with the motocross 


track that would be used on the next 
two nights. 

As in every championship-style 
show, there were twenty events, each 
with four riders going for four laps. To 
win earned a rider three points, second 
place got two points, third earned one 
point and fourth got zero. 

The program is set up so no rider 
will race any other rider more than 
once. In each of five rounds, there are 
four events. 

In round one, Bobby Schwartz, 
Dennis Sigalos, Shawn Moran and 
Bruce Penhall all picked up three 
points for the win. Shawn was the only 
U.S.-based rider to win. Again in 
round two, Shawn was the only U.S. 
rider to win. Ron Preston, Penhall and

Karsmakers singled out for 
victory at AMA 4-Stroke 
Nationals

CARLSBAD, CA, NOV. 18 


“I like this bike very much!” said Team 
Yamaha rider Pierre Karsmakers just minutes 
before winning the first Open Pro class moto 
at the 5th Annual AMA 4-Stroke U.S. National 


MX Championship. Taking a 
newly-built Pro-Tec 600, Kars- 
makers added on an OW front 
wheel assembly with double 
leading shoe brake to help slow the 
powerful single for the always-tricky 
Carlsbad corners. Karsmakers’ mount 
never missed a beat as he rode to the 
overall win with a 1-2 score, but others 
weren't as lucky. 

Rex Staten was turning the fastest 
laps in practice on his Yamaha TT500 
turned Pro-Tec 600 and had to be 
considered the pre-race favorite. 
Staten’s bike was probably the lightest 
with a new Aberg frame, OW front 
forks and wheels and lots of titanium 
and fastest with over 50 hp. But the 
bike is still in the early development 


spoiled Rex's chances. 

Knobby Shops International, the 
promoters of this year’s Motocross 
Nutrition Ltd. sponsored races, came 
prepared with a trick Honda 450 
featuring special Works Performance 
shocks on their unusual cantilever rear 
end. Super rider Marty Moates put the 
bike through its paces, but a fall while 
challenging for the lead kept Marty 
from placing well. 

Danny Turner’s Yamaha sported an 
Aberg frame, Pro-Tec motor, MX Fox 
shocks and the prettiest graphics at the 
race including blue valve stem. caps 
and more sponsor names than a 
billboard. 

Jeff Jennings was all smiles when 
asked how he liked his sano Honda 
built by Franks, with features like a 
trick Maico-BFI-Pro Fab front end

and Ohlin rear shocks. Jeff looked like 
a winner, too, until a flat tire slowed 
his pace. 

Keeping the local builders on their 
toes were the good folks from Aero PA 
the importers of CCM. They arrived 
with a whole bevy of bikes and riders 
like Goat Breker and Tim. Lunde 
ready to do battle. 

When the gate dropped for the first 
moto Jennings thundered into the lead 
followed by Staten and Karsmakers. 
Moates settled in at fourth as Bill 
Grossi pushed his PDQ Yamaha into 
fifth ahead of Turner. 

Jennings was working his bike to the 
limit as he held off a determined 
Staten. By lap three, the front two had 
begun to pull away from Karsmakers 
and Moates who were also well ahead 
of the pack. Despite Staten’s repeated 
attempts to pass, Jennings stayed in 
the lead until his rear tire suddenly 
went flat. 

Staten took over the lead as Jennings 
dropped back still fighting for every 
position. Karsmakers began to charge 
at the halfway point and soon closed in 
on Staten. Rocket Rex was having 
problems with his right rear shock and 
then lost the megaphone off the 
exhaust causing his engine to lose 
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Karsmakers quickly moved into the 
lead spot and headed for the checkers. 
Jennings continued to fade as Moates 
moved into third and set out to catch 
Staten. Staten held on to finish second 
behind Karsmakers while Moates 
settled for third. On the last lap, 
Turner and Lunde both passed 
Jennings with Turner finishing fourth, 
Lunde fifth and Jennings sixth as 
Grossi dropped to seventh. 

After some feverish work by pit 
crews the riders returned to the line for 
the start of moto two with most 
damage repaired. Staten roosted the 
start line and held the gas on through 
the first turn to take the early lead 
ahead of Moates and Karsmakers. 
Jennings locked himself onto 
Karsmakers rear tire as the front four 
immediately pulled away from the 
field. Grossi was running fifth as he 
tried desperately to stay with the 
leaders. Lunde and Turner both 
suffered bad starts but were quickly 
working through the pack. 

Moates and Staten were really going 
for it with both riders wide open and 
on the ragged edge. At the bottom of 
the downhill Moates tried to go inside 
Staten but tangled and fell. “I just 
nicked his tire and the next thing, I 
was in the air!”. Moates remounted

‘but was sufficiently detuned to not be 
competitive, and he finished far down 
field. 

Jennings then kicked on the 
afterburners and blew by Karsmakers, 
then Staten and began pulling away. 
Jennings was really dancing his Honda 
across the rough sections as he opened 
up a big lead over Staten. 

Staten’s bike began to slow again, 
and Karsmakers charged into second 
and slowly started to catch Jennings. 
Staten’s bike finally quit in a cloud of 
smoke: “.,..the frame leaked the oil 
and then the rod blew.” 

Turner had been charging his Ed 
Santin tuned bike through the field, 
and as the moto came to the closing 
laps he moved past Lunde into third as 
Grossi DNF with a thrown chain. 
Karsmakers was unable to catch 
Jennings by the checkered flag but still 
took the overall win with Turner 
earning the overall runner-up spot and 
Jennings placing third. Lunde finished 
fourth for the moto and fourth overall. 

The crowd was treated to some 
really fine sidehack racing with much 
passing and dicing, even when there 
wasn’t room: After two exciting motos, 
the team of Whitney and Whitney won 
the overall on their Yamaha Eagle. 
Pulfreyman and Lund finished second 
on a Norton powered hack and 
Sanner-Mellilo Honda powered their 
way to third. 

The Vintage class was won by 
Charles Sanner on a BSA while 
Charles Berling rode to second on 
another BSA. Third went to Anthony 
Dilabino on a trick-looking Matchless 
500. 

Scott Marsh won the 361 to Open 
Novice class on a Honda over the 
tough competition of Yamaha riders 
Richard Carlson and Don Boese. 

The Old Timers showed the kids a 
thing or two as they powered their big 
thumpers around the track in memory 
of the good old days. Ron Brehm won 
the Novice Division I on a Yam with 
second going to Ben Martin on a 
Yamaha and third to Ed Gaylord on 
another Yamaha. Division 2 winner 
Lars Larsson kept his Honda out front 
of second place finisher Paul Bostrom 
on a Honda and Bill Clinton riding a 
DMS. 

Old Timer Expert class Division I 
action featured winner Jim O'Neil on a 
Honda besting the efforts of a second 
finisher Honda rider Pete Eunic, while 
Tom White rode’ his Kawasaki to 
third.

Short on 


tribulations, 
heavy on giggles

It all began many years ago at a small 5000 watt 
radio station in Fresno...Or was that Ted 
Baxter? How about nine years ago at Saddle- 
back? The motorcycle industry has been getting 


together ever since 1970 for a 
day of play in November. Label- 
led the industry's social riding 
event of the year, the Laugh-In 
Trial is short on tribulations and heavy 
on giggles, how-have-you-beens, artful 
prangs and brew quaffing. It’s the 
American version of the English Press 
and Trade Trial. Which figures, since 
the three who conceived the trail were 
Limeys. Mike Jackson, Brian Slark 
and Max Maxstead were all stateside 
working for Norton-Villiers, back in 
the days when Nortons, Triumphs and 
BSAs were very much a part of the big 
bike scene here. The trio coordinated 
with Saddleback’s Vic Wilson and his 
partner, Cycle World publisher Joe 
Parkhurst. 

The trial has had its ups and down 
over the years, with an entry list as 
high as 130 or as low as 36 in 1978. 
This year more than 50 climbed on the 
pegs seeking industry adulation, fame 
and glory. Today, Parkhurst, Slark 
and Maxstead remain as the main men 
at making the industry's fun-in-the- 
sun day happen. 

Early in the decade, the trial was 
held the Thursday before the Trans- 
AMA race at Saddleback Park. One of 
Parkhurst’s prized momentos is a 
photo of himself cleaning a section 
checked by Roger DeCoster and Dave 
Bickers. 

In the daring days of yesteryear, the 
trial used to be followed by a slow race 
— see who can take the longest to get 
from point A to point B. In recent 
years the turtle trophy dash has been 
replaced by a hillclimb. World 
Champion Bernie Schreiber showed 
up this year and if they had held a slow 
race, we might still be out there. One 
of Bernie’s tricks is finishing behind 
the start line in a slow race. He does 
this by unloading the suspension, 
bouncing and jerking the bike 
backwards. 

Former American Champion Lane 
Leavitt also put in an appearance. 
The pair put on a brief demonstration 
to publicize the 11th annual El Trial 
de Espana to be held at Saddleback on 
Sunday, December 9. That trial gives 
away a new Bultaco Sherpa as a lottery 
prize and also features some dazzling 
exhibition sections. That heavy duty 
trials weekend also finds VOTE’s 
Expert Only Trial scheduled the day 
before at Littlerock. The two trials are 
expected to draw six of the nation’s top 
eight ranked riders this year including 
Schreiber, Leavitt and four-time 
National Champion Marland Whaley. 

Class C standout Dave Aldana left 
his skeleton leathers and lucky number 
13 home, but still won the afternoon 
hillclimb, Maicoing past the big-bore 
four-strokes. This expertise won him 








the Eiger Wagar Award, a bottle of 
scotch donated by Parkhurst. 

Aldana’s morning performance, 
however, did qualify him for the Myra 
Breckenridge Memorial Which End Is 
Up Award. Before turning in his 
hillclimb heroics he had 
masterminded the worst trials score. 
Dave dropped 65 of a possible 100 
points in 20 sections. By contrast, a 
couple of trialers posted the best obser- 
vation scores, dripping just six 


markers. ; ; 
However, those trialers didn’t stand 


a chance of winning the trial. The 
Laugh-In works like most trials until 
they get to the final scoring. An 
amalgam of plus and minus handicap 
and bonus points are added to the 
section scores to determine final 
standings. A trials rider on a trials bike 
starts off with $0 points on his card. 
Ladies and riders over 40 get 10 points 
off, Other score shavers include five 
points off for riding a 1967 or earlier 
bike or competing on a four-stroke. 
First timers also get 10 points 
subtracted. 

An innovation this year was the 
creation of a section difficulty 
selection option — easier or tougher. 
However, when you have a class event 
like the Laugh-In, easy and tougher 
won't suffice, Poetic nomenclature is 
called for. The organizers came up 
with “Balls” and “No Balls” classes. 
This didn’t seem to phase Debbie 
Wilkins of Rider Magazine. Not only 
did Debbie bring a trophy with her, a 
bottle of brandy for the highest score 
by a rider on a street legal motorcycle, 
she also nabbed two for herself: the 
Jim Frahm Crown Royal Bourbon 
Award for best performance by an 
advertising sales person and a T-shirt 
for best performance by a lady rider. 
The clothing prize was presented by 
National trials competitor Chester 
Hudspeth of Kawasaki. Debbie's T- 
shirt read: If you can’t clean my section 
... please dab around. 

Max Maxstead played master of 
ceremonies. He also dispensed a few 
warm-up jokes before getting on with 
giving away the booty. In the interests 
of family oriented journalism 
everything but the punch lines have 
been omitted from the following 
recap: We better cover him up, he 
might get his bloody death o’ cold... 
You'll never believe this, but I’m 
waiting for a train... It must be him, I 
have a Honda...I know, but I buried 
him in a rented tuxedo. 

Max presented the Malcolm Smith 
Perpetual Award for best overall score 
to DG’s Tod Peterson. Fitting indeed, 
since DG was the trial sponsor. 

Runnerup was former speedway 
champion Gene Woods. Gene also 
won the Cycle News Chivas Regal 
Scotch Award for best performance by 


a four-stroke rider. Gene was on a 
Honda XR75! 

The second most prized trophy of 
the day, the Fickle Finger of Fate 
Award, displays an internationally 
recognized digital message. The 
“bird” trophy goes for the Worst 
Possible Performance. The proud 
awardee was Harley-Davidson’s Bill 
Dutcher. Parkhurst prefaced the 
award by indicating it was for the rider 
who really kept trying in the face of 
adversity, or insufficient talent, or 
both. Bill, who hadn’t been on a dirt 
bike since leaving Bultaco four years 
ago, had jet-lagged in from the east 
coast and borrowed a well-worn 
Sherpa that first shed a chain, then 
whiskered a plug and kept missing 
fourth gear. 

The Most Spectacular Crash 
Award, a bottle of scotch from Ken 
and Judy Maley, went to Cycle World 
Editor Alan Girdler. Alan also picked 
up the worst rider on a street legal 
motorcycle award and proved his 
eligibility for that bottle of brandy by 
riding the bike home. Hopefully, he 
didn’t mix the scotch and brandy 
before departing. 

A bottle of champagne went to 
Yamaha’s R. Enda who may be 
seriously considering changing the last 
syllable of his surname from A to O. 
His award winning category was Most 
Crashes. 

Unclaimed this year was the 
Christopher Columbus I Tell You 
India Is Right Around Here 
Someplace Navigation Trophy. Last 
year one magazine editor got lost and 
was discovered upside down beneath 
his bike. Then there was the 
contestant who DNF one year en route 
to the first section. 

Henry Manney donated a bottle of 
Beefeater’s gin for best performance 
by a journalist. That went to Len 
Weed. Thanks, Henry. And S & W 
Engineering presented a bottle of 
champagne for the oldest contestant 
— Roy Richter. Roy, eligible for 
Social Security, founded Bell Helmets. 
He’s ridden all but the first Laugh-In. 

People What Make It Happen De- 
partment: Brian Slark was Clerk of the 
Course while Saddleback’s Rich 
Kimball contributed his services as 
High Mogul. Max Maxstead was 
Meeting Secretary and jokester. Joe 
Parkhurst acted as Grand Marshall. 
The catering was handled by Judy and 
Ken (Steel Shoe) Maely. Ken did not 
try to ride any of the sections on one of 
his Maely speedway bikes. (However, 
Doug Bingham of Side Strider did try 
a few sections with one of his 
sidehacks.) Cycle World’ Henry 
Manney was an active participant in 
section selection. 

So, seven hours after it began, it was 
over, capping a decade of industry 
antics — a day away from the salt 
mines. Ten years — ten days. That’s a 
two week vacation with laughs. Seems 


fitting enough. e
